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Wasbisoton, Jan. 1.— The Postmaster' 
General has sent to Congress a report of the 
commission appointed to prepare an im- 
proved plan for the carrying of mails on 
railroad routes. The commission is com- 
posed of Oen. Richard A. Elmer, Second 
Assistant Postmaster General; W. B. Thomp- 
son, General Superintendent of the Railway 
-Mad Service; and Isaac C. Slater, Superin- 
tendent of Railway Adju.tment. The com- 
mission finds that eacb dacade has witnessed 
a doubling of the service, and if the present 
rate* of increase and pay are maintained 
the year 1000 will see a service by mail of 
at leust SOO.OOO miles, with nn annual I 
cost of 823,000,000. When the system of, 
weighing mails was first established in 1867 
the most astonuhiiig inconsistencies were 
discovered iu the matter of compensation, 
-it that time the mails were generally car- 
ried lu baggage cars. It was found that on 
fifteen lines receiving pay of $200 per mile 
the daily service ranged from an average of 
more than 19,000 pounds on one line to less 
than 400 pounds on another— that is. one re- 
ceived the same rata for carrying a 
lesser amount than the other did 
tar a greater. On roads receiving 
»150 per mile the service raneed 
from 7,000 pounds to less than 800, while 
on mads where the fifty-dollar rate was 
I>aid the greatest average daily service was 
",4-tt pounds and the least twelve pounds

Dromore. Ireland, Jan. 1.— Meetings of 
both Nationalists and Orangemen were held 
to-day. Twenty thousand people' were at the 
meeting of the Orangemen. All the Magis- 
trates in the county were here, and there « a, 
great excitement. T. I). Sullivan and W. 
O'Brien, members of Parliament nnd also 
members of the Organizing Committee of the 
National League, directed the movements of 
the Nationalist*. Three of the Nationalist 
band's men were arrested for carrying re- 
volvers. The mass-meetings of Orangemen 
and Nationalists were held in full view of 
each other. One baud of Nationalists marched 
from the Catholic Chape] in military order. 
The Nationalists of Trdlick, in marching into 
Dromore, encountered the Orange procession. 
The Orangemen charged upon the National- 
ists. The military separated the combatants 
and proceeded to clear the street. The rioting 
was terrible aud several men were stabbed. 

'1 be Grange meeting was held iu afield 
close to Dromore. About 20,000 were pres- 
ent. Col. Stuart Knox presided. lie ac- 
cused the Government of endeavoring to 
obtain Parneilites by prohibiting loyal and 
allowing Parnellite meetings. Resolutions 
were passed opposing tbe extension of the 
franchise in Ireland, condemning the action 
of the Government in allowing seditious 
meetings in Ulster, opposing home-rule for 
Ireland, and indorsing Lord Rossmorrf's ac- 
tion at Rosslea. 

Among tbe speakers were Lord George 
Hamilton, Lord Claud Hamilton, Maj. 
Hamilton, and Lord Caiedon. The National- 
ist meeting was held in a Held at the opposite 
end of town. The rival parties were kept 
apart by large bodies of cavalry, infantry 
and police. Even this force was hardly able 
to prevent a collision. The Nationalist meet- 
ing was attended by about a,000. The usual 
speeches supporting tbe objects of the league 
were delivered. 

When tbe meetings were breaking up in 
the eveniug several auempts were made to 
attack each other, but tho Lancers. Hussars 
infantry and police prevented serious disor- 
ders. In the attempt of tbo troops to dis- 
perse crowds a young man named McGwen 
was wounded in the abdomen with a bay- 
onet. It is expected he will die. Another 
man was seriously wounded. Great confu- 
sion prevailed at the railway station while 
the various delegations were boarding SrsUas 
to return borne. The Orangemen sang "God 
Save the g.ieen," "Rule Britannia" and 
other patriotic songs, and cheered tue Queen 
and trooos. 

After the close of the meeting, desnitc the 
efforts of tbe magistrates, tbe Orangemen, 
by a short detour across the fields, came 
within a short distance of the Nationalists. 
A serious fight waged between tno two par- 
ties for some time, during which the cavalry 
and infantry charged several times. Re- 
toi*kjf shots were exchanges!, stones thrown 
and sticks freely used. The fight ended only 
after the Hussars and Lancers charged across 
tue fields and wounded a number of Orange- 
men. Tue infantry, with fixed bay. nets, 
escorted the Nationalist, beyond reach of the 
Oraugemeu.

LEGISLATION AND FREE PASSER 



We observe that two or three of our con- 
temporaries, from whom we expected a 
somewhat saner anil more practical view of 
such things, are disposed to revive, just as 
the Legislature is assembling, the agitation, 
more than once already carried to a ridicu- 
lous extent, on the subject of free railroad 
passes. Whatever of justice there might be 
in the criticism of members of the General 
Assembly because of their acceptance of 
•uch passes from the roilroad companies, 
were it a new thing, a method just adopted 
or coming iuto vogue, It is assuredly de- 
prived of much of its cogency for present use 
by the fact that it is not a new thing, but 
has become habitual. For more than twenty 
years it has been customary for the railroad 
eomtanies, not only of Kentucky, but of 
nea.rv if not all the other States, to extend 
this courtesy to State officials and legislators 
during the period of their legislative lubors. 
The custom bad ite origin, unquestionably, 
in a disposition upon the part of those issuing 
the passes to show a courtesy which was 
thought to be uot improper and at least grace- 
ful, rather than in any hope or purpose of re- 
ceiving reciprocal benefits. It began and was 
generally practiced at a time when the rail- 
road companies had little to apprehend 
on the score of hostile legislation; before 
they were alarmed either by popular clamor 
or the threats of politicians who might know 
how to turn such agitation to their own ad- 
vantage. And at this date it is notorious 
that the railroads, iu the issuance of their 
free passes, make no distinction between 
those suppose! to be friendly and those 
known to be inimical to their interests. The 
gentleman who goes to the legislature to 
make reputation by tearing up any and every 
railroad he may happen to hear of, without 
exactly comprehending, perhaps, what rail- 
roads are meant for an i are doing, is com- 
plimented alike with the cautious and con- 
servative legislator who will do no act until 
he has arrived at an intelligent understand- 
ing of its consequences, and is willing to at- 
tack no proi»erty-right merely for buncombe. 
The pass is offered aud accepted, without 
thought on either side that any sort of con- 
sideration is expected to be given. It may 
be that tho system is wrong iu that it con- 
tains the suggestion of evil. But the sugges- 
tion, if there be any, is very faint and re- 
mote. If these corporations seriously meant 
to influence members of the legislature they 
would, at any rate, go about it in a far 
more effective way than by openly tender- 
ing free passes) to every representative, 
irrespective of the probability of bis 
being alfected by so small a favor. 
Perhaps the railroad companies would prefer 
to discontinue the custom, as one certainly 
not profitable, and subjecting them to unde- 
served criticism. But it l.- bard to break a 
custom long established and generally pur- 
sued. A railroad manager may uot care to 
incur the imputation of parsimony by refus- 
ing to do tuat which has been so long and 
uuiversally doue, and he can scarcely be ex- 
pected to wish to do it under a pressure 
which will make such action seem like a con- 
fession that his previous issuance of free 
passes was induced by a bad motive. 

We take it for granted that the majority 
of the legislators will accept the passes of- 
fered them, without any feeling that they 
are incurring any obligation further than 
that a gentleman always entertains for a 
civility. It is to be hoped that we shall not 
ag in witness the spectacle which scaudnl- 
ized. vet amused Uia Suite two .years ago. 
w hen a member of the lower house, iu his 
zeal to publish and blazou his uncompromis- 
ing hostility to railroads and bis determina- 
tion not to be corrupted by a free pass, re- 
corded in the Clerk's office of bis county ths 
fact that be bad relurued the pas, issued 
bim, and was, a month or two after- 
wards, caught riding on another mem- 
ber's free pass. We are of the opinion 
that the a gitation on the subject i» 
ill-timed: and that if it is necessary at all it 
certain!;, is not called for or proper at a date 
when it amounts to a reflection upon the mo- 
tives of men. And we greatly misapprehend 
the present temper aud wishes of the people 
of Kentucky, if twoor three newspapers can, 
on such paltry excuses, arouse indignation 
and organize attack upon the importnut in- 
terests in whose well being and suceoss the 
future prosperity of Kentucky is so largely 
involved. 

Ui K. A. AND C. AFrAIRS. 

Yesterday's Indianapolis Journal has 
the follow. ng to say concerning ttie L., N. 
and C. aud the appointment of Mr. A. B. 
Southard: "Col. Bennett Young, President 
of the Louisville, Now Albany and Chicago 
system, will to-day announce by circular 
the appointment of A. B. .Southard as as- 
sistant to the President iu charge of traffic— 
lrvigut and passenger departments to report 
to him. The return of Mr. ."Southard to tue 
L , N. A. and C is certainly a favorable 
omen. It is well known thai never was the 
road more prosperous than during the 
lour years that the truffle depart- 
ments were under his supervision. 
In 1877, wheu ho assumed the duli s 
of Trattlc Manager, the road was doing 
only a light local business. In 1SS1, when 
he retired, not only had the local business 
increased 100 per cent., but a very hand- 
some through traffic hod beeu built up — 
more especially a heavy lumber and coal 
business. Since bs retired, unfortunately 
for bis successor, the mad has Iieen less 
prosperous. While speaking of this prop- 
erty, it is but pioper to s ate that a majority 
of tue Eas.ern Directors speak in ver com- 
plimentary terms of Col. Bennett Young's 
executive ability, and feel that, with A. B. 
Southard as his assistant, thu business of the 
road will increase in proportion, and freights 
will be curried at paying rates. Eastern 
directors state that sufficient stock is held 
by pai lies w ho are friends of Col, Young to 
insure his re-election as Preside >t nl the L., 
N. A. and C. Company. Regarding the 
financial condition of the company, the 
directors admit that they are somewhat 
pressed, yet any reports .to the elfect that 
tney are unable to meet their liabilities, or 
are in danger of going into Ibe hands of a 
Receiver, are groundless.''

According to the fiaAMJf Aft, track 
laying has 1-oen in progress duriuj the year 
1533 in torty-one of the btates and Terri-

It moans the expenditure of 135,- 
0U0 per mile,;or elCo,000,000oti these roads 
alone. This does not include tho countless 
millions of dollars expended and toe tens of 
thousand* of men employed by the construc- 
tion of the large number of "new roads on 
widen track has not been laid. In fact, the 
record or trock laving alone gives a very in- 
adequate idea of tun uctivity and money ex- 
penditure involvod in railway construction 
during the year.

PLACF.Il IN THE HANDS OF A RECEIVI R. 

Boston, Jan. 1. — Tbe otliciaityjf the New 
York and New England railroad received a 
dispatch from President Clark announcing 
that the property of the company has been 
placed in the bauds of a receiver. 

The ITOOOoU/tT says that President Clark 
yesterday afternoon sent outi notice of a di- 
rectors' meeting at Hartford last ni;ht. 
Seven directors attended. It was learned 
that papers necessary for the application to 
the United States Circuit Court for a tem- 
porary Receiver had been previously pro- 
pared and brought to Hnrtford. Clark and 
the other geuileaien fuvorable to the Re- 
ceiveiship agreed that the best intere .ts of 
the road demanded that it be immediately 
placed in the bands of a Receiver; that the 
company, by allowing its coupons on first 
mortgage bonds to be used as collateral 
for money advanced to pay them, had 
virtually defaulted its interest, and that 
attachments by old creditors were liable to 
be placed on the road or equipment at any 
point, and thereby bain|)er its operations. 
Two only of the seven directors present op- 
posed the action. These two asserted tnat 
the whole affair bad the appearance of "the 
springing of a trap;" that more time should 
be giveu for the consideration of so import- 
ant a matter, and the full Board of Direc- 
tors should have an opportunity to vote on 
the question. It was finally decided, five to 
two, to apply for a Receiver. Close on mid- 
uiaut tare duecluii entered llie. re-idenco of 
Judge Smpuiati, or tile United StattS 
Circuit Court, wno opened court, and, after 
hearing tue arguments, granted the petiti in, 
Clark was made Receiver. Soon alter thu 
directors' return to Boston application was 
was made to Jtiago Nelson, ot the United 
States Court for this uistrict, for a decree 
confirmatory of that issued by Judge Ship- 
man. He reaised to giant it without a full 
ue mug, and set 4 o'clock tuis afteraoou tor 
a public bearing. Clark says the meeting at 
Hartiurd was duly called in accordance 
with the power vested in him 
and everything was perfectly regular. 
He says the actual inuebieduess is some- 
thing over 41, ;25J,000. The assets given iu 
the annual report of the directors have 
dwindled upon close examination, aud u 
large amount of floating debt is now press- 
ing for settlement. eA meeting of the di- 
rectors is called for next Monday, when it is 
very probable a vote calling for a special 
siockuo.tuiV meeting w ill be passed. Clark 
bus resigned the Presidency of the company.

The fact of Mr. Yiliard's 
resignation is still denied at the offices of tho 
compenv, but there appears to be no doubt 
that it was written several days ago, and is 
being held back for private reasons." 

The Na.-hville AtHtrteatk says: A bill 
has been introduced in tho Virginia Legisla- 
ture to prohibit tne running of trains on 
Sunday. The bill makes a Sunday of its 
own from sunrise to sunset, and allows any 
train which has started on Saturday to run 
until 9 o'clock on Sunday morning. It also 
exempts from tho peualty of the bill traius 
that are disabled and such as are sent to 
their relfcf, and trains carrying mails, with 
or without passengers., and such as shall be 
run for carrying passengers aud their bag- 
gage. 

A sensational rumor was current on 
the street yesterday to the effect that a num- 
ber ot the stockuolders of the Louisville, 
New Albany and Chicago road in this city 
aud Indianapolis were circulating a memo- 
rial, to be presented to the directors at their 
meeting next month, asking the retirement 
of President Young and Vice President Stahl- 
mau from the management of the road.

VILLARD'S RISE AXD FALL. 

HOW HE ROSE FROM THE POSITION OF A 
NtWSPAPKR REPORIEif, TO BE ONE OF THE 
FINANCIAL MONARCH.-* OF WALL STREET — 
HIS GIGANTIC OPERATIONS. 

[A>u> 1'orfc World ] 
That Mr. Henry Villard is really sick there 
appears to be no doubt. When bis friends 
in aud out of the Northern Pacific announc- 
ed on Friday that he was home in tne hands 
of his pb', siciau, the street smiled derisively 
and said that his illness was ouly a pretext 
for an enforced resignation, and that the di- 
rectors who are auxious to get rid 'of biui 
were willing to let bim dowu easy and to 
have it publicly announced that ill health 
aud not a revolt of his former fnoucL w as 
driving him from office. 

It seemed to be accepted yesterday that ho 
is really sick. It is jiersistentiv stated so at 
the Northern Pacilic offices, and even tli.ise 
who arc accustomed to put the worst con- 
struction on everything tuat Mr. Villard does 
were wdding to admit that he is sick. "Nerv- 
ous prostration" is said to be the malady 
which detains bim within the walls ot bis 
palace. 

M.-. ting a well-known operator who is 
chiefly prominent for the part he lakes in the 
el"vated railroad litigation the reporter ask- 
ed him it be knew Mr. Villard. 

"Know him? Yei, very well. And all 
this talk about his illness is founded on facts. 
He is sick, and it is no wonder that he is. 
Wny, Villard's career during the past five 
years, marvelous as it is, is enough to have 
shattered the nerves of the strongest man 
that ever lived. And Mr. Villard is not a 
strong man. Ho is robust appearing, it is 
true, but he is ot a very nervous tempera-* 
meat. His wonderful success fairly carried 
the man off his feet and into the clouds. 

"Mr. Villard Is not the man he once was. 
The fact that he was the firsj and only man 
who ever bad (1^.000,000 placed in his 
bauds by prominent capitalists to use as lie 
deeuied best seeuied to have almo^ turned 
his bead. Then for a time everything he 
touched soemed to thrive and all his projects 
overflowed witn success. Now that reverses 
have come and bis big enterprises have col- 
lapsed, and tuose who formerly beueved in 
bun are turning against him, it is no wonder 
that he is worried, uervous and sice." 

That Mr. Villard's resignation is only a 
question of a very short time, is the gen- 
eral belief on the street, but the promi- 
nent operators do not care to speak publicly 
in regard to tne mutter until the resignation 

19 formally uuuouiiced. 

It sVsm in teed slated yesterday on the 
street that ihe resignation was already in 
the hands ot tue directors, but was t>eing 
withheld from the pubiiu for privato reasons. 
At the offices of the company it was simply 
said, '-Mr. Villard has not resigned." 

Further than mat no information could be 
obtained. It is said that when he resigns he 
wul take a Hying trip to Europe for the 
benefit ot bis Health. 

THE EFFECT ALREADY DISCOUNTED. 

"The effect of Mr. Villard's resignation 
has already been discounted," said a promi- 
nent member of tue Exchange yesterdav. 
"As far us actual power is concerned, Mr. 
Villard some lime since ceased to be Presi- 
dent. The directors have already stripped 
him of bis power, i'he absolute power that 
be once wielded has tieeu cut down to the 
size of a constitutional monas\;hy in which 
the prime minister is the power uehmd the 
throne. Frederick Rulings is the prime 
muiider. The directors, have thrown re 
strictioQS and ilmitstions around Mr. Villard 
so that he must find bis position very un- 
pleasant; so much so that this alone wid pro- 
bably force htm to resign, thongh his term 
of office (and he was elected for a double 
term) will not expire for many months. His 
boldiug of tlie sto - . i~ very small and be has 
not the ouuide bucking to keep him iu office. 

MR. VILLARD'S SUCCESSOR. 

"Mr. Billings, on the other baud, has held 
ou to his stock through the period of depres- 
sion. He ha~ seeu tne stock decline and bis 
losses roll up, but he has held on so that uow 
he is the largest individual stockholder and 
has been muds a sort ot managing director. 
It is probable that he will be Mr. Villard's 
successor, ashe wasjus predecessor. Mr. Bill- 
ings was President up to 1SW^, when he gave 
place to Mr. Villard. 

"His election would tend to restore confi- 
dence iu the company were it uot that it is 
the general belief, that the bottom bus not 
yet been reached, and that some ugly devel- 
opments in regard to all tho Villard anil 'ex- 
\ illttrd' cotnpauies are su.ro to come sooner 
or laier. The public has apparently lost all 
confidence iu them. To-aay, though the 
generul market opened firm, the Villard 
slocks were very weak, and Oregon Trans- 
continental declined to 30, tne lowest price 
it ever touched." 

HIS FIRST SOCCERS. 

With the exception of Jay Uouid. no man 
in tins country lias hail a more wonderful 
Iiersoual uistory than Henry Villard. Not 
many years ago be was a reporter on the 
iriOune and achieved considerable success 
in tne profession. His first railroad opera- 
lion wus iu connection with the Kansas an 1 
Pacific, and in tuat he laid the foundation of 
his fortune. Ho was the representative of 
the foreign bondholders of that then bank- 
rupt road, and be succeeded in so disposing of 
the property to Jay Gould as not only to 
satisly tue bondholders, but also to clear a 
modest little fortune of a lew hundred thou- 
sand dollars for himself. The money tuus 
acquired he put into the Oregou Navigation 
Company. He was very successful in that 
project. He bought up the stock at a low 
figure and succeeded in placing the enterprise 
on a sound financial basis, and though he 
watered the stock up to $'J4,00O,0OOhc made 
it pay a good dividend. 

His success was so dazzling that it blinded 
his friends and supp irters; benco the "blind' ' 
pool. Mr. Villard was believe 1 to be a finan- 
cial geuius.

Villard on payment of the money was a sim- 
ple uckuowiedgui nt thai he ha t received so 
uiui'U money from such utid such aud snctiau 
individual. Il was not a note, and did not 
make him liuble in the slightest degree. 

Early iu Itifs^ Mr. Vidar l was elected to 
succeed Mr. Billings us President of the 
Northern Pacific, aud under his management 
the loan of $10,000,000 was all placed, and 
all the securities were advanced to higu fig- 
ures in the Excnauge. Mr. Villard was then 
at the very summit of his power. He was 
Rresident of the Northern Pacific, the Ore- 
gon Navigation, the Oregon improvement, 
and Ihe Oregon Transconlinentul, tne fatter 
a company organized to own aud control tho 
stocks of the otber,. 

HIS FALL FROM POWER. 

Mr. Villard's decline has been as sudden as 
his rise, an . those who have been strongest 
in bis advocacy have now lost all confidence 
in him. It is charged that his management 
of the companies has beeu that of a railroad 
wrecker; ibat he made everything subser- 



vient to his own aggrandizement; that bs 
has made no account oi the bund pool opera- 
tions; that he has speculated largelv on his 
own account, and when successful bai 
|iocketed the profits, and when unsuccosslul 
has charged up the stock to the account of 
the "O. T. :" that be bos unloaded on bis 
friends bis immense holdings of Oregon 
Navigation at 15(1, and then let the price de- 
cline to lielow par: that while those who 
trusted bim most huve been immense losers, 
be himself has rolled up an immense fortune, 
estimated at from $3,000,000 to 110,000.- 
oihi, so that at the very time the securities of 
bis several companies have depreciated in 
value *70.0u0,000 he himself has been en- 
abled to build a magnificent mansion and 
transfer to his wife from a half to one mil- 
lion dollars in Government bonds. 

A member of the Exchange, commenting 
on this picture, said: "Jay Cooke's collapse 
in 1673 in connection with the Northern Pa- 
cific was an enormous one, but Cooke went 
under with the rest. But while the present 
collapse is oven greater than that was, Vil- 
lard, unlike Cooke, has saved himself from 
the wreck." 

It was said yesterday that the committee 
investigating "0. T. will report to-mor- 
row, and it is believed that the report will 
not be verv favorable. 

The Oregon Navigation yesterday an- 
nounced that its gross earnings for the third 
week of December were $34,059 81, against 
180,844 48 in the corresponding week last 
yoar. 

BIS MADISON-AVKNVE PALACE. 

Mr. Villard's mansion is on Madison ave- 
nue, Fourth avenue and Fiftieth street. 
The property formerly belonged to the trus- 
tees of the St. Patrick 'I Cathedral. It is 
interesting iu connection with the develop- 
inenss on the -'street" to note that this prop- 
erty has recently been subjected to numerous 
real estate transfers. Puruig the past week 
Mr. Villard has transferred two lots adjoin- 
ing his residence to Edward D. Adams and 
Arteimis H. Holmes, the mansion is situa- 
ted in the southwest corner of the block, and 
is built as separate residences, while a court, 
yard lies between tbeu. The entire bloc* 
was iu the latter part of 1SS2 en- 
cumbered with a mortgage for $240,- 

000. given by Mr. Villard to the 
.Manhattan Saviugs Institution, aud Mr. 
Holmes in purchasing the plot pays the sum 
of $40,000 in addition to a mortgage of $40,- 
000 upon that particular plot. Mr. Adams, 
besides tbe cash purchase price, which is 
$;J3,500, assumes a portion of the mortgage 
equal to that of bis cash consideration. Mr. 
Holmes and Mr. Adams contract t>> pay oae- 
sixin of the taxes, and a like proportion of 
tbe interest on tbe mortgage upon the court- 
yard, over which, by this agreement, Ihey 
are granted a right of way. Holmes and 
Adams are Mr. Villard's lawyers. They 
have an office in the Mills building. Mr.

Washington, Dec. 31, 1883.— There Is 
always a feeling of sadness connected with 
partings, the severing of old ties, the burial 
of a friend, even though the associations 
with that friend may not have been always 
agreeable and it has been an understood 
thing from tbe beginning that the tie would 
be one of short duration. This is the feeling 
which renders sad tbe parting w-ith the year 
1883., It opened in Washington inanspic- 
ioinly. Tbe morning woo bright and fair, 
and the gay throng of officials thronged to 
the White House to pay their respects to the 
Chief Magistrate of the nation. The foreign 
legations were beaded by a small, slight man, 
who, though dean of the corps, was dressed 
as a plain American citizen, though wearing 
the decorations ot the King of Hawaii. The 
scene was a brilliant one, and tbe New Yoar 
greetings were cordial and joyous. At mid- 
day the Secretary of State and family le.t 
the Blue parlor, where tbey had been re- 
ceiving with tho President and members of 
bis Cabinet, and took their carriage for home, 
the diplomats hastening to depart soon 
afterward, for it is customary for them 
to breakfast with tho Secretary ot State im- 
mediately after their call upon tbe President. 
Mr. Allen, tbe Minister from Hawaii, bad 
appeared to be in excellent health, and, with 
his usual courtesy, hud chatted pleasantly 
with the friends whom be had not seen for 
several 'months. Not until be reached tho 
cloak-room were any symptoms of illness 
manifested. In a few moments he was

a. id passed over into the border land from 
whence there is no return. The sad news 
was couveyed to the President and tbe 
ladies who were receiving with him, and 
with grieved and affrighted looks the gay 
company dispersed, the doors of the mansion 
were closed, and the citizens who were 
waiting outside of the gates for the 
hour to arrive when they would be admitted 
to tbe reception, were told of tbe sudden 
death which had abruptly terminated the 
reception- The weather, too, bad suddenly 
changed, and the sunshine of tbe morning 
was overshadowed by dull gray clouds aud a 
threatened snow-storm. 

The sumptuous breakfast at tbe residence 
of the Secretary of Stale became "funeral 
baked meats," for tbe diplomats out of re- 
s;>ect to the "Dean" were in a hurry to reach 
their homes and change their court dresses 
for the sombre habiliments of woe. All offi- 
cial calling and receiving was discontinued, 
and the first week of the new year was sad- 
dened by the untimely introduction of death. 

With the closiug of tbe year the 
news conies from across tbe waters 
of a double tragedy which nearly 
alTects Washington society. Col. and Mrs. 
Ratbbone lived here until they went to Ba- 
nna about six years ago. Their bouse in 
this city is a handsome oue, facing La Fay- 
ette Park, one of the most beautiful situa- 
tions in Washington. Wealth und good 
taste bad beeu exercised in tbe furnishings 
and decorations of the house. It was first 
rented to Representative Stariu, of New 
York, afterward to Gen. Nicholas L. Ander- 
son, and is now occupied by Mr. and Mrs. 
Washington McLean. Maj. Ratbbone was 
in the box witu President aud Mrs. Lincoln 
on ttie night of the assassination. When 
Booth suddenly entered the box Maj. 
Ratbbone lnterfiosed to protect tbe President 
and was woun ie.1 in tbe arm by the dagger 
which the assassin carried. He

for Mr. Lincoln. Maj. Rathbono's mother 
wes tbe wife of Senator Ira Harris, of New 
York, and Mrs. KatbLone was the daughter 
of Senator Harris. She, as Miss ciara 
Harris, had been one of the war time belles 
in Washington, and at the time ot Mr. 
Lincoln's death there were no reports of 
any engagement betweon her aud Maj. 
Rathbou. Tbeu* iulerest in each other ap- 
peared to have been awakened during the 
period when the Major needed the care of 
his mother and the nursing of his charming 
step sister. If tbeir affection for each other 
grew out ot that monstrous tragedy, it ts 
singular that it should have terminated iu 
another, tbe details of which are as revolting. 

The lives of Col. and Mrs. Ratbbone were 
those of uninterrupted prosperity, and one 
who knew them well his remarked: "Alt the 
trouble grew out of tbe possession of too 
much money. If Col. Ratbbone had been 
compelled to work for tbe support of his fam- 
ily be would not have lieen troubled with 
dvspepsia, but this thing ot exhausting all 
tue pleasures of this country an 1 then going 
to Europe to find new ways of killing time, 
ends in destroying the power for the enjoy- 
ment of anything, and life having no incent- 
ives for exertion, or ambition, becomes a 
burden and demoralizes tbe waola nature." 

You have already had by telegraph a de- 
scription of the decoration sent to Mr. Cor- 
coruu from Paris. Said be, on 
the 87th, his eighty-fifth birth-day. 
"If only every one knew w hat pleasure It 
gives a uian to help along another who is 
struggling with poverty, 1 think it would be 
done more frequently. This remark he 
made after two children had called and left 
a birthday present for bim, the work of their 
own bauds. Tbe boy 's gift was a clock, tbe 
frame, which w-as of wood, haviug been 
carved by the lad, who is only thirteea years 
old. The girl's present w as a blue satin 
lining for his bat, embroidered in yellow im- 
mortelles aud rose buds. "Those children," 
said Mr. Corcoran, "are named Erb, aud 
their lather carved cameos before tue war. 
Since his death 1 have befriended his widow 
and those children, and tbeir gratitude has 
touched me more than anything else 
which has happened to-day." Mr. Cor- 
corau's eighty-five years do not op- 
press bim, tor he looks rosy and well, 
lie has withdrawn from society, a* his phy- 
sician advises better care oi bis health than 
he has been disjiosed to take. His enthusiasm 
is so youthlui ibut often in the enjoyment of 
society he forgets to be careful, and exposes 
himself to drafts and fatigue, wulch lays 
him up for several days at a time. He goes 
to Ins office regularly , attends to business aud 
never forgets tne recipients of bis bounty. 
He has provided for bis friend, Mis* Sarah, 
dauguter of Tbomua Jefferson Randolph, auJ 
great granddaughter of Thomas Jefferson, 
by placing her as principal of the Patapsc ■• 
Institute, at Bdlicotl's Mill. He paid $o,000 
for the position. Miss Randolph was his 
guest Christmas and a few days afterwards.

At that time K40.0OO was considered to be a 
comfortable fortune, aud that was the price 
paid for this masterpiece. Mr. and Mrs. 
Knupp entertained a groat deal aud lived 
extravagantly. After a few years Mrs. 
Kuapp . rheumatism, aud her hus- 

band concluded to rent the house and take 
her to Lurlsbad, Germany, fur the baths. 
Sir Edward Thornton bad recently arrived 
us British ^Minister, and rented the 
house with all tbe furniture, pictures aud 
statuary. He lived there until the present 
iegat.ou was built. Jobu Cuamberlain, wbo 
then took it for a gambling bouse, was 
trozen out of the neighboruood m a year or 
two, and then it fell into the hands of Gen! 
Myer, wnose wife is a Bulfalo icn . -s and 
thev too enlarged aud beautified the house. 

Mr*. Kuapp was not beuetited by the Ger- 
man batbs. and returned to this country. 
She uud her huibaud had just entered the 
cars at Jersey City, ou their way to Wash- 
ington, when she suddenly died.

He is a remarisably I handsome man, with 
snowy beard and hair.

A Well Known M. I.oul. urn .-la I Hears Frew a 
.Man Be flaw Killed Twenty Yrari Ago. 

iSt. Louis Globe-Democrat.] 
Just twenty years ago to-day tbe Thirty- 
seventh Virginia Regiment, under Col. Bob. 
Claiborne, now Prosecuting Attorney of the 
St. Louis Court of Criminal Correction, sal- 
lied forth from Moorbead, Va. , to meet that 
holy terror of all Confederates, tbe cele- 
brated "Stoneman Brigade." Gen. Stone- 
man was on his famous raid, the obj «-t 
of which was to assail Lee's army in 
the rear, while tbe Army of tbe Potomao 
attacked bim in front. He bad already 
met and whipped half-a-dozen bauds of reb- 
els, and Col. Claiborne's regiment was ths 
most formidable antagonist be had yet en- 
countered. The engagement was uot an im - 
portant one, and Purvis' "Record of the Re- 
bellion" is the ouly history of tbe war which 
mentions it. But it was remarkable for the 
daring bravery of two men, wbo proved 
themselves tbe only true soldiers out of a 
wbole company. In tbe early part of the 
day Col. Claiborne's regiment was, with 
the exception of one company, bearing the 
whole brunt of Stonemau's terrific on- 
slaughts. By 3 o'clock in the afternoon tlie 
fine body of men which that morning formed 
the Thirty -seventh regiment had beeu reduced 
to a mere handful. I bey bad been decimated 
again aud again. One more at'ack and not 
a soul would have been left. With the best 
of their men either killed or wounded, and 
the l>alance ready to succumb with fatigue 
and wounds, tnere seemed no possibility of 
escape for any one. But suddenly tbe miss- 
ing company appeared on the held, and 
though, even with the re-enforcements, the 
fight »«> hornless, a shout of relief went up 
from the wearied and bleeding survivors. 
There was oiilv one chance for them, and 
their commander was quick to see it. Iu a 
flash he had leaped from his horse, and, 
calling on tne new arrivals, be shouted: 
"Every man dismount and follow me!" 

Bat at tuat moment tbe blue coats of 
Stonemau's brigade appeared over tbe crest 
of the bill in front, and tbe cheers of tbe 
Union soldiers were ringing in the ears of the 
Confederates. In vain did their Colonel try 
to rally them and urge them on. Tue solid 
line of steel in front was too appalling, and 
almost to a man they broke and fled. A 
second later and Col. Claiborne found him- 
self deserted by all his men but oue. 
Tuat man was a rough backwoods- 
man from North Caroliua, whom ue hail, 
but a short lime before, taken from the 
ranks and promoted to a Captaincy for 
t.rave and daring conduct on the oattte-field. 
His name was Roberts, and as he pressed 
close beside bis commanding officer be shout- 
ed: "I'll stay by you, Colonel, if I lose 
ever}- drop of blood luniy body." Tbe words 
were hardly out of his mouth before he fell 
full length on tbe grouud witn a rifle- ball 
through his chest. 

Tbe next moment Col. Claiborne was 
surrounded by the boys in blue and captured. 
He afterward reported to the Confederate 
Government tbe death of Capt. Roberts, and 
from that day uutil yesterday, exactly 
twenty years, he bas heard nothing ot lbs 
man w ho aided bim in his charge on Stone- 
man's brigade. 

Yesterday morning Col. Claiborne, while 
lookiug over his letters, came to one with the 
postmark "Raleigh, N. C," addressed in 
lead pencil to Maj. G. R. Claiborne. St. 
Louis. On opening it the first thing he saw 
was the name Capt. T. B. Roberts. Jump- 
ing to his feet be exclaimed to a bystander: 
"My God, 1 have got a letter from the dead. 
I saw this man shot and killed wita my own 
eyes at tbe buttle of Morebeod, Dec. 81, 
1863. and here be is writing to me. " 

Tbe letter, however, explained how Capt. 
Roberts escaped, und as all tbe circumstances 
are so remarkable, it is produced here ver- 
batim: 

RaLtioH, N. C, Dec 38 — Maj. Claiboume: I 
have been trying to had out your address ever 
since the war: have asked hundreds of people 
abiiui It, and have ouly just succeeded. 1 oe- 
lieve I would rattier see you and talk to you than 
any other man ou (iod Alinurhly s earth. Do 
ycu remember wnen you ro te up to me and 
made me a Captain at the battle of t ui« 
Court-house? I uas only a tsrbeel soldier be- 
fore mat. but when you done what you did I 
would have died for you. Then do you remem- 
ber the tight at Jdorebead, when you and 
I started alone to charge Stoneman 's 
Brigade? I Sell you that fellow Stoneman 
was the worst cum la tbe wbol» Yankee 
army for us feUows to tackle. But tbat 

d company of mine. Wan'ty tbe the mean- 

est. most cowardly of you ever saw! I 

tell you they were* the worst God Almighty ever 
had a hand in making. No dec nt man would 
have run off and left you in tne lurch the way 
they did. If tbey hud felt like tne thev would 
have died, every d— u moiber's son of them, 
first. 

You thought I was dead, didn't you? Well, 
I'm the bealtbiest dead man In North Carolina 
I got an UKly wound in that scrimmage at More- 
head, and never did know how it all turned out, 
but long after you had all gone 1 came to and 
found a hoss there and managed to get on to him 
and ride until 1 found some friends wbo took care 
of me and brought me outO. K. 

Now, Major, l want you to write me a long let- 
ter, and tell me all about yourself and what you 
are doing. Your true friend, 

Capt T. B. Roderts, 
Overseer at the State Prison, Haleigb, N. C 

Capt. Roberts speaks ot Col. Claiborne as 
Major, because be first knew bim before be 
was made a Colonel. Tbe latter said to a 
Globe. - Democrat reporter yesterday that he 
should spend most of bis time to-day writing 
to his old comrade.
